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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments and affadavis do not 
overcome the rejections, since they are based on features not in the claims. Applicnat's arguments are based on the features: visible 
spectrum at near 100% reflectance.and the transparent multi-polymer film is affixed to the base Silverlux mirror of Roche et al, however 
such features are not explicitly stated in the claims. The claims explicitly stated to have a substrate, a silver mirror, a protective layer 
and a protective shield layer incorporating UV absorber, which are essentially disclosed in the Roche reference. Applicant is respectfully 
reminded that the claims are interpreted in terms of the specification however the limitations cannot be read into the claims. . 
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
